Right of Interment in! 
| Westminster Shared | 
With Royalty

| LONDON, Aug. 26—-The Duke of 
| Northumberland, who died on Satur- 
|day, will be buried in Westminster | 
Abbey on Wednesday | 
Since the days of Charles the Sec- 
jond this house—the great houce of 
| Percy—has shared only with the Royal 
|Family the right of burial within the 
| Abbey. The right has not always been | 
}exercised but 87 members of the house 
have been buried within the famous 
precincts 

The Chapel of St. Nicholas, in which 
is the Percy vault, is closed today 
pending preparations for interment | 
The Duke's remains are to be granted 
the right of ceremonial entry by the 
great west door—a right ordinarily re- | 
served for royalty 

With the death of Alan Ian Percy, 
eighth Duke of Northumberland, the 
descendant of a famous Norman house | 
| passed from the wordly scene. | 

Although not an active politician 
the Duke of Northumberland was | 
known as one of the leaders of the | 
reactionary nobles, and his lean, gaunt 
features were often caricatured as one 
of the leaders of the mysterious or- 
ganization which may or may not exist 

the British Fascist, 

Wealthy Nobleman 

The duke was known as one of Brit- 
ain’s wealthiest noblemen He was 
owner of a great coal mine area in 
| Northumberland, and the labor agit- | 
jation against the exercise of surface | 
{levies was aimed as much against His 
Grace of Northumberland as anyone. 
This agitation at one time called 
forth from the Duke a statement in |

The House of Percy was founded in

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LIQUOR ADVERTISEMENTS 


An Ontario brewery has been fined 
for illegal advertising in connection 
with the distribution of corkscrews to 
its customers. 

In Ontario it is against the law to 
advertise liquor in any shape or form. 
Just why it is hard to understand. The 
people of the province have voted for 
government control and the govern- 
ment has established liquor stores on a 
large scale, so that the products of the 
brewers and distillers are now legitim- 
ately marketed. No longer are they 
outlawed. They have taken their place 
in the scheme of daily life just the same 
as bread, milk and a thousand and one 
other things. 

No one would suggest that a baker 
or a grocer or a druggist ought not to 
advertise his wares. Then, if beer and 
wine and hard liquors are now consid- 
ered to be mere routine purchases, it is 
difficult to see why they should not be 
advertised, just as other products are 
advertised. 

To forbid the brewers. the distillers 
or the winegrowers to tell the public of 
the quality and distinctive characteris- 
tics of their proudcts is hardly logical. 


BOOSTING EMPIRE PRODUCTS 


While Great Britain has not adopted 
a scheme of preferential tariffs, it is far 
from the facts to suppose that no offi- 
cial means are taken in that country to 
give a preference to Canadian and other 
dominion products. 

The Government of Great Britain 
maintains, at very considerable expense, 
an organization known as the Empire 
Marketing Board, whise business is to 
keep before the consumer the idea that 
he should buy goods originating in Bri- 
tish countries rather than those of for- 
eign origin. By means of advertise- 
ments in newspapers,  bill-boards, 
broadcasts, lectures, moving pictures, 
and exhibits at large fairs, there is thus 
maintained, at the direct cost of the 
British tax-payer, a continuous and 
country-wide publicity campaign in 
favor of Empire products. The experi- 
ment is now being tried of opening shops 
in large centres where these products 
are to be kept on display. 

That this publicity has heen effective 
in creating a demand among old coun- 
try buyers for foodstuffs and other 
commodities from the oversea portions 
of the Empire there is ample evidence. 
Whether it is as effective as a preferen- 
tial tariff would be, it is a substantial 
set-off against the preference which 
Canada gives in its tariff schedules to 
products of Great Britain. It is in every 
way desirable that Canadians should 
know that the Government of the old 
lands is making this reciprocal effort to 
stimulate trade between the two coun- 
tries, and with good res

OPTIMISM NEEDED 


During recent months there has 
been a lot of “blue ruin” talk heard both 
in Canada and abroad, so that it is re- 
freshing to come across even one cheery 
note of optimism. And when that note 
is sounded by such an expert economist 
as J. Maynard Keynes, it becomes doub- 
ly satisfying. ° 

Speaking at a dinner given by the 
National Council of Women visiting 
London, among whom there were sev- 
eral Canadians, he said: 

“There is nothing further from 
the truth than the story of ruin, de- 
cay and failure that has been told. 
That is in no way a true economic 
picture of the situation in this coun- 
try. The true dimension of our trou- 
bles equals five per cent of national. 
income, that is to say, 19s is being 
put to its proper use and waste 
represents 1s. 

“Wher people talk of the prosper- 
ity of France, remember that we are 
supporting a standard of living near- 
ly double that of France. We are far 
and away the richest country in 
Europe. Nor are we, even with the 
means at our disposal, by any means 
at the end of economic progress. 

“We are now four times as rich in 
an economic sense as we were 100 
years ago and I predict, with the same 
means, we will be eight times as rich 
100 years hence. 

“In spite of the war and all its 
losses, we are carrying out one of the 
greatest social experiments in the 
equalization of wealth and the aboli- 
tion of the worst kinds of poverty. 
The well-to-do classes are a little 
poorer, but the great bulk of the pop- 
ulation is better off.” 

It would be better for Canada if our 
homegrown politicians and publicists 
were to spread a similar cheering and 
optjmistic viewpoint throughout the 
land.

TORONTO, Aug. 26—"A thousand 
brides came to Canada within 10 years 
on the King’s Bride Ships, a thou- 
sand homes were established, a thou- 
sand families of native born sons and 
| daughters in the days of Louis NIV.” 
| There is something very whimsical in 
this matter of the Bride Ships. There 
were concerned in it the King himself 
and Colbert, the ,reatest of French 
| Intendants, in France; Bishop Laval 
and Intendant Talon in New France, 
the greatest men in the colony. Be- 
tween them pe-sed a series of letters 
concerning the brides or “filles du roi” 
as they were called.—the king's girls. 
On one side was presented the case 
of the homesteaders, on the other the 
efforts being made to round up the 
girls. 

Pay Fine or Marry! 

“Once the King and his fellow con- 
spirators had made it so easy for set- 
tlers to marry, they were determined 


that their scheme would be used to 


the utmost. Heaven help the bachelor 
who tried to outwit them! Scorn and 
threats and legal proceedings to de- 
prive the of their duties.

| tent French ladies or sisters from the 
convents. took the girls in charge. In | 
Quebec apparently the marriage mart 
did brisk business: The girls were 
placed in groups and the colonists, 
having proved their ability to provide 
for wives, and their freedom from 
other matrimoniai entaglements, were | 
allowed to mingle with the girls. 
Courtships were short and swift. | 
Priests were on hand to perform the 
ceremonies and as many as 20 or 30 
marriages took place at the same 
time in the churches of Quebec. 

In Montreal, Marguerite Bourgeois, 
the founder of the Sisters ofthe Con- | 
gregation, established the first tech- 
nical school in America by taking the 
immigrant brides in hand and teach- | 
ing them how to live in the new world. | 
There are few French Canadians to- 
day who do not own within their veins 
the blood of some of the King’s girls. 
A thousand mothers of the 17th cen- | 
tury are the forerunners of the French 
Canadian people.

Widespread Commercial 
Use May Result, Says 


Minister 


Possibility of widespread commer- 
cial use of the extensive Fort McMur- 
ray bituminous tar sands deposits 
loomed up on Monday when Hon. O 
L. MePherson. minister of public 
works, announced that within the next 
two weeks the government would ex- 
periment with a muleh treatment for 
gravelied highways made from ma- 
terial extracted from the McMurray 
sands by the process developed by 
Professor K. Clark of the University 
of Alberta 

The initial experiment will be con- 
ducted on the first half mile of high- 
way west of the Edmonton city limits 
on the Jasper highway 

The treatment is designed for use 
on the main gravelled highways of Al- 
berta and it is hoped to fect it to 
such an extent that the highways will 
be rendered more durabie

‘Vital Matter Dealt With 
by Convention at 
Macdonald 


| Proposals for an uniform act fer 
compelling the licensing of life in- 
surance agents was dealt with at the 
convention promoted by the Associa- 
tion of Provincial Superintendents of 

Insurance on Monday afternoon. 

The act is highly important for the 
Teason that it touches very vitally the 
rank and file of those engaged in the 
business of insurance; secondly, it in- 
troduces certain regulations designed 
for the express purpose of clearing away 

| abuses alleged to have crept into the 
buying and selling of insurance. 
Up. Last Year 
| The embracing nature of the pro- 
posed act is revealed by the charac- 
ter of its provisions, It was first 
brought to the nctice of the associa- 
tion at the 1929 conference and was 
then sent back for amendment. 

The revised draft bill was submit- 
ted to the convention on Monday by 
Henry Brace, of Alberta, and R. 
Leighton Foster, of Ontario, 

In the draft an agent is the person 
who, for compensation, solicits con- 
tracts of insurance on behalf of any 
insurer, or submits applications for in- 
surance for persons otherwise than 
himself, but it does not include as 
agents any officers or salaried em- 
ployees of an insurer who do not re- 
ceive commissions or salaries in leu 
of commissions for negotiating such a 
contract.

Heense of any agent, and uniess spe- 
cially authorized, no agent can repre- 
sent more than the one employer or 
insurer, 

Any partnership or corporation 
wishing to do business as insurance 
agents, can be licensed as such, but 
must appoint one or more individuals 
who will act as its representatives 
These individuals must also be sep- 
arately licenséd and their licenses will 
bear the name of the corporation they 
represent 

When a license is issued to a com-| 
pany or partnership, no representative | 
ot emplovee of the corporatoin shall 
act as life insurance agent for any 
other insurer other than the one men- 
tioned in the license, neither shall the 
corporation itself act for any other 
than the insurer mentioned in the li- 

cense. 

Provisions are also included to deal 
with coercion or attempted coercior 
of persons to purchase life insurance 
either through business interest or 
| professional relationship. 

The proposed act provides that no 
compensation shall be paid to person: 
not licensed. 

A considerable amount of discussion 
was devoted to the provisions of the 

bill as set out above, and the debatr 
was then adjourned until Tuesday 
morning.
